It cannot be denied that the most extraordinary 
measures were taken by the Water Works Committee 
to ensure concealment until concealment was no 
longer possible. Instead of a full committee taking 
part in the examination of the plans, a sub-committee 
of four was selected. The four dwindled down to 
three, and three eventually became two, and 
these were directed to observe strict secresy 
“with regard to their proceedings, in order 
“that their consultations and conclusions should 
“ not become known.” In a business tran- 
saction like this, involving «a large amou nt 
of outlay, and very heavy annual taxation 
affecting the entire property of Dublin, it would have 
been, not to say courteous, but fair, to the Ratepayers 
to give them the most complete information upon the 
subject. Confessedly, the whole matter was con- 
cealed, in the hope that the Ratepayers would not 
have time to organise any opposition against the 
Corporation proposal. 
continuous, while the Corporation is a fluctuating, 
body ; and, consequently, have a right to examine 
thoroughly any measure vitally affecting their in- 
terests. ‘The Corporation is the trustee for the time 

being of the property of the citizens ; but there is a 
limitation to the pewer of a trustee, and he is not 

permitted to depreciate the value of that which he 

undertakes to manage. 

There is a further mystery connected with the 
Corporation proposal which should be thoroughiy 
cleared up. We hear a great deal of the pollution 
of the Canal Basin, which we are not inclined to 
doubt, since it was under the management of the 
Corporation. But if the Canal water be so very im- 
pure, how comes it that after four years’ deliberation 
the Corporation and their engineers proposed to take 
the supply entirely and solely from the Canals’ The 
Canal water was as bad in July as it was in October ; 
we should say it was worse: yet in July the addi- 
tional supply was to be taken from the Canals. If 
the Canal water be as impure as it is now represented 
to be, how came the committee, who profess to have 
such a fatherly concern for the poor, to accept it 
then ? 

Nor is it at all so certain that there is such a defi- 
ciency of water as the advocates of the Bill would have 
us to suppose. | There are faults, and even crimes, as 
respects its distribution. The Corporation has never 
thought of laying down mains and pipes inte the lanes 
and alleys ofour city. The Water Works Committee 
was quite contented to furnish a few fountains here 
and there for the poor, until an opportunity seemed 
to present itself for assessing on the citizens £250,000 
as a beginning. Last summer was a season of espe- 
cial drought. So dry a summer has not been known 
for at least half a century. No person, however, 
complained of a want of water for domestic use. The 
fountains bubbled away as furiously as ever. But 
the Corporation, by refusing to water the streets, 
alarmed the citizens, who supposed that the supply 


water for street purposes was pointed out in this and 
other journals, the Corporation did not make the 
slightest effort to avail themselves of it. In fact, the 
citizens were made to suffer, and suffer heavily, 
apparently to force them to assent to this Bill. 

Every person who owns or rents a house in Dub- 
lin is deeply interested in this Bill. One clause 
gives the Corporation power to levy a tax of 8d. in 
the pound valuation for public uses, another clause 
levies 2d. inthe pound for domestic use. A man, then, 
into whose premises not a drop of water may be 
conveyed will be charged 8d. in the pound. If the 
main pipe passes his door, and the water is conveyed 
into his house, he will be charged 10d. in the pound. 
But there is also a clause which gives power to levy 
an additional rate for domestic use. The property 
of Dublin is already taxed 30 per cent. The amount 
of the water-rate will form a very considerable ad- 
dition to existing burdens. 

No man of common humanity would dream of de- 
priving the poor of abundant and pure water; but 
we may be allowed to doubt whether the Bill pro- 
posed by the Corporation is likely to procure either 
a pure or copious supply. We may doubt, too, 
whether the “ plan” of the Corporation is economical 
or complete. We wish to have some security that the 
city will not be involved in endless litigation. On 
these grounds, the Parishioners ef St. Mary’s ask for 
delay, not for the purpose of opposing the Bill, if it 
be a good one, but to ascertain if it be so. The re- 
quest is a moderate and proper one, and should be 
yielded to at once by the Corporation. Neither the 
secresy in which the provisions of the Bill were kept, 
nor the unseemly haste with which it is attempted to 
carry it through the House, redound much to the 
credit of the Water Works Committee.

Whatever may be their station, 
whatever their conscientious scruples, sharp chastise— 
ment should follow arrest and conviction. It is nota 


the public peace. The magistrates are bound to take 
no note whatever of any excuses, since nothing can ex- 
cuse a congregation guilty of excesses like those com- 
mitted in the parish church last night, We have not 
one grain of sympathy with Mr. King or Mr. Lowder.

The mob in possession of the 
galleries indulged in cat-calls, cock-crowing, and hisses; 
they sang snatches of popular songs, and cheered each 
other by cries of “ brayo.” They endeavoured to turn 
off the gas, and in some parts of the church succeeded. 
They made responses not in the Prayer Book.” They 
endeavoured to drown the voice of the “ priest” by 
yells : and they answered his fervent reproaches with 
vulgar and profane outcries. “Who is fearful for the 
everlasting Church of Christ!“ exclaimed Mr. Lowder. 
„Who's afraid!“ shouted the mob, and then burst into 
peals of mocking laughter. ‘These details will be read 
with amazement. It is, indeed, difficult to believe that 
what is set down by the deliberate pen of the reporter 
really occurred ; but we are assured that the reporter’s 
narrative falls short of the reality. 

The violence of the mob did not terminate with the 
service. After Mr. King and Mr. Lowder had been 
hustled out of the church, the ruffianly congregration 
made a dash at the altar,“ intending to destroy it.

Bibles and Prayer 
Books were also used as missiles. The whole church 
was filled with a fighting, roaring, insensate mob, 

The reader will probably have asked a dozen times 

“where were the police?“ A most appropriate ques- 
tion. The police were in force outside the church. 
They were kept quiescent during the whole of the ser- 
vice. Strange fact! Far better would it have been to 
have cleared the galleries at the beginning of the ser- 
vice when those who possessed them had given such 
clear indications of their character and objects. For 
this we presume the churchwardens are responsible. 
Nor did they protect the church properties. It was on 
his own responsibility, we are assured, that Inspector 
Alison entered the church with his constables and rapidly 
turned out the mob, just as it. seemed probable they 
would imbrue their hands with blood. 
Now, we say that, apart from any question of the pro- 
priety or impropriety of Mr. King’s conduct as rector, 
summary means should be employed to suppress dis- 
gusting riots like these. That must be a preliminary 
step to any settlement. Before everything the law 
must be vindicated, and the public indignation allayed. 
We trust that those who are responsible for the peace of 
the church and of the parish will take effective measures 
to render impossible a repetition of the scenes of Sunday 
night.

child the just authority ofthe parent. Consistently wit 
these principles they are perfectly ready to examine, and 
if need be, to remove, the ground ofany complaint which 
the heads of any of the Churches may prefer agaiust the 
operation of any of the present rules of any part of the 
present practice. At the close of your memorial you 
refer to grievances which you consider to have grown 
up under the administration of the poor law. The 
duties of the Commissioners are defined by statute, 
and they are responsible for the exercise of the powers 
conferred on them by Parliament. If those duties have 
been neglected or those powers abused, an appeal is open 
to the tribunals of public justice or to the authority of 
the Crown, according to the circumstances of the case.

SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 

A letter from Morocco, a. - January 15, describes 
the progress of the Spanish army 40 the heights of 
hes Negro, where at the time the letter was written 
the camp had been pitched.

wae on the march through 2 mountains seem to have 
among the severest of the kind in which the Spa- 
niards have been eng * . : 
General Prim led forward the second corps as an ad- 
vance guard, and drove the Moors from a pass which 
the Times correspondent thinks might easily have been 
defended. “ The Spaniards were already established on 
commanding heights to the right and left of the rugged 
mule-road that winds through the mount, when 
General O' Donnel and his sty A: auced to the scene of 
contest. From » 2-“y and difficult eminence to the 
left, to the summit of which their panting horses 
scrambled, a fine view was obtained over the valley of 
Tetuan. On the left hand extended the coast beyond 
Cape Negro, stretching away into the distance in a suc- 
ceesion Of narrow headlands; the smooth sand of the 
| { shore served as yellow fringe toa level brown plain, 
| varied with green spots of various tints, and having a 
| great deal of water on its surface—ponds of various 
sizes, probably resulting from recent rains. The gene- 
ral aspect of the plain is marshy. One sees the river 
towards the further side, winding towards Tetuan. The 
city is masked by a range of low heights, between which 
anda range of high mountains it is situate. Although 
both yeste and to-day I have wandered a geod deal 
about the hills occu by the Spaniards, 1 have not 
yet discovered a point whence one obtains a view of the 
city, although from several are seen a tower and a few 
said to be in its suburbs. From the long 
series of hills, many of them very steep and difficult of 
access, which compose the part of the Cordillera to the 
right of our line of march, the Moors were driven in 
quick succession by the Spanish infantry. They bad a 
great deal of good cover to fire from, and the ascents to 
cheir positions were long and steep. It was_ hard 
enough work to climb some of them, without having to 
fight. But the Spanish soldiers run up them gaily, and 
the foe did not wait their coming. krhen, when the 
ground was more favourable, the Spaniards made re- 
peated charges, for the most part a discrétion—that is, 
not in line but in loose order, pretty much as each man 
chooses. There were a great — horsemen among the 
Moors, but, as [ have before said, they do not seem to 
have any idea of acting as cavalry. I very distinctly 
saw 80 or 100 horsemen advance along a ridge and ' 
epen fire upon some companies of infantry. The in- 
fantry set up a shout and charged them, scattered across 
a piece of nearly level ground, and going in headlong,’ 
every man to his own bayonet, the Moors turned tail 
and galloped off.” 

This irregular fighting ended at last, and the Spanish 
camp was established on the heights, from which the 
letter we quote is dated. The Moors, however, before

A depu- 
tation of forty Hungarians has arrived in this city, and 
as it comprises several tes who areof the Roman 
Catholic religion, the belief isthat it has come to treat 
of the general affairs of Hungary, and not specially of 
the question of the Protestants. The deputation has 
solicited an audience of the Emperor.” 

Tue EMPEROR AND THE Pors.—About three months 
ago, says the New York Herald, Senator Seward, who 
was making a tour of Europe, called on the Emperor. 
who happened to be at Compiegne. The senator was 
Ae rppbafagde. After. the usual salutation, and taking 
his position, standing with his back to the fire, he of- 
fered the senator a cigar, and commenced smoking ano- 
ther himself. He asked him all about New York and 
Colonel Webb, and then asked him about his visit to 
Europe, and whom and what he saw. Mr. Seward, 
among other objects of interest, said he had seen the 
Pope. “Oh, yes, the Pope,“ responded Napoleon; “ tell 
meall about him. What do you think ofthe Pope?” The 
New York senator hesitated a moment, but, notwith- 
standing his characteristic caution, the Emperor wormed 
out his opinion,and Seward said, “I confess I think 
hin much more of a priest than a statesman.” Pre- 
cisdly so,” rejoined the Emperor; “you have just hit 
thenail on the head.

THE DISTURBANCES AT 8ST. GEORGE’S-IN-THE-EAST. 
The Bishop of LONDON—I wish to ask the noble earl 
what orders have been given by the Government for the 
preservation ef the peace in the parish of St. George’s-in- 
the-East. My attention has been drawn to the fact of a 
very serious riot, threatening danger to property, having 
taken place last evening. t must be obvious to all 
that it would be well to let those who take part in 
these disturbances know what steps the Government 
have taken to bring offenders to justice. While the 
present state of things endures, it is impossible for the clergy 
or the ecclesiastical authorities to take any measures with 
regard to disputed points, for it is clear that until the 
majesty of the law is vindicated it will be impossible to 
make any changes in the services, even those which are de- 
sirable, because that which is right in itself cannot be con- 
ceded te disorderly and riotous clamour. I am bound to say 
that as matters now stand nothing can be more unsatisfac- 
(Hear.) Some changes have been made, as I have 
said, in the mode of performing the service, but they have not 
been sufficient te remove opposition; and no further changes 
can be made until these disorderly proceedings, which are a 
disgrace to the parish, have ceased. It would, therefore; be 
very satisfactory if the noble earl could state that the 
police have received orders to put a stop to these riotous 
proceedings. I must admit that nothing could exceed the 
eourtesy and kindness of the authorities at the Home Office, 
and it was hoped that the measures which were adopted 
some time since would have led to a cessation of these dis- 
graceful riots, The Home Secretary having intimated. that 
it was felt to be inexpedient to continue the presence of 
police in the parish church. ‘The expectations of more 
peaceful conduct on the part of some persons had not been 
fulilled, and therefore I should like to know what steps the 
Covernment intend totake in order to preserve the public 
Iea'e. One mode of preventing these disorders has been 
sug zested — to admit none but parishioners into the church; 
but it is doubtful whether that would be a legal course, and if 
none but parishioners were admitted, many persons would Le 
excluded who attend the church and are desirous of preserv- 
ing order, while, trom all I can hear, many of those who take 
part in these disturbances are residents in the immediate lo- 
cality.

I am, however, hardly ina positicn 
to give an exact answer to the right rev. prelate, as I have not 
yet seen the report of the police as to yesterday's occurrencer, 
and only know the facts as they are stated in the morning 
apers. It may, however, be satisfactory if I state what has 
een the conrse of the Government up to the present time in 
relation to these matters. When disturbances first occurred, 
there was a difficulty in ascertaining the law by which ma- 
gistrates could punish offenders, and the only act giving 
that power was one of Philip and Mary, respecting which a 
question arose whether it applied to Protestant churches, 
it having been originally passed with a view to Catholic 
churches. It was held that the law applied in the present 
instance, but there were still difficulties in carrying it into 
effect. After a short time the disturbances rose to such a 
pitch that a large body of police were ordered to occupy 
the church, and that state of things lasted for several Sun- 
days. At the end of the year, it having become obvious that 
ti.e employment of so many policemen at the church of St 
George’s-in-the- East caused great inconvenience, and could 
not possibly be maintained as a permanent regulation, they 
were withdrawn, and it was hoped that changes would be 
made by the clergyiman which would modify the diseontent 
of the congregation, and that by mutual concessions peace 
might be restored. What occurred yesterday shows that 
peace is not yet restored. Although the police were with- 
drawn from the church, yet | may mention that a large force
